T h e 
state 
democratic committee 
set the pace for the democracy of 
the other states yesterday by m ak­ 
ing Col. W m . J. Bryan its choice 
for the presidency in 1900. 
This 
action was taken by the committee 
while Col. Bryan was on his w ay 
to Harrisburg from N e w Y o r k to 
attend the meet ng and confer with 
the party leaders 
This is prob­ 
ably the first time in the party’s 
history that the democrats of Penn­ 
sylvania have indicated their choice 
for 
president in advance of 
the 
state convention. 
There was a large attendance of 
democrats from over the state to 
meet Col. Bryan and hear him dis­ 
cuss the issues on which the com­ 
ing campaign will be waged. The 
state convention will be held in 
^ihis city on A p ril 5, and will adopt 
a 
platform 
along the lines laid 
dow n by the Nebraska orator in 
his speech last night before 5,000 
people at the Keller street hall. 
T he platform will indorse the C h i­ 
cago declaration of principles, de­ 
nounce trusts and imperialism, ad­ 
vocate 
ballot 
reform 
and 
pure 
elections 
and 
condemn 
machine 
politics. 
The convention will also 
nominate 
candidates for 
auditor 
general, congressman-at-large and 
presidential electors and elect del- 
egates-at-large to the national con­ 
vention. 
Col. Bryan reached here 
at 3 
o ’clock and was escorted to the 
board of trade rooms, where the 
state committee was in session, by 
a committee representing the state 
and local democratic committees. 
He was introduced to the assem­ 
blage by State Chairman R illing 
and made a short speech., which 
was 
received with 
much enthu­ 
siasm. 
A t the close of the meeting, he 
held an informal reception at the 
Commonwealth hotel, 
and 
later 
was the guest of Mayor Fritchey at 
a dinner party, at which Col. G u f­ 
fey, Chairman R illing and other 
party leaders were present. 
A fter last night’s meeting he at­ 
tended a session of the local lodge 
of Modern Woodmen, of which he 
is an active member at his home in 
Lincoln. 
Col. Bryan will go from 
here to Smyrna and W ilmington, 
Del., and from there to W ashing­ 
ton to meet the national leaders.

“ There are more gambling sa­ 
loons in N ew Orleans today than 
there have ever been before. There 
are more lottery shops. 
I have a 
letter in my pocket now which I 
received from a lady several days 
ago, in which she states that a 
number of gambling saloons are 
running wide open and that th^s 
can easily be proven. 
She asks 
me to stop t h 
evil and tells me 
that if I do not the women of the 
city will. 
Slie tells me that the 
police are corrupted and appeals to 
me as the head of the police force 
— God save the murk— to put an 
end to the demoralization now ex­ 
isting in the force. 
“ I don’t want to admit that the 
police force are in the pay of the

Rescued Single-Handed Ten Men from a 
Wreck . 


Of all 
cases which have come 
within the k en of life savers none are 
admitted to have been more marvel­ 
ous than that of "Basmiis S. ^lidgett, 
surfman No. 1, of the Gull Island life 
saving station,” as the report desig­ 
nates him^ who, single-handed, actu­ 
ally saved from death ten men oil tlie 
coast of the Caroiinas during the long- 
to-he-rememhered Peurto Bico hurri­ 
cane. 
He had begun his patrol on 
horseback to the southward of the sta­ 
tion. 
The dark ness was intense and 
impenetrable, and the waves dashed 
over him as he made his way through 
water sometimes up to his 
horse’s 
hellv, hut as the dawn brok e cold and 
gray he began to see where he was 
going. 
Soon he discovered evidences 
of a near-hv wreck , and a little further 
on, hearing voices calling for help, 
he dismounted and made his way in 
the direction of the sounds, when he 
made out a piece of wreck 
tlirown 
close up to the bank and with several 
persons 
crouched 
ou 
it. 
Lieut. 
Johnson says, in his report: 
‘•Realizing that there was no time 
to report the disaster, Midgett 
ap­ 
proached as close as the surf would al­ 
low, and sliontcd to the men to stand 
by to jum p into the sea. 
lie then 
watclied his chance, and as a big sea 
would recede he would run down the 
hank , calling for one man to 
leap. 
Ills instruciicns being carried out, 
he-would dash into the surf, seize the 
man and drag him uj) tlie bank before 
the nex t sea could break over tliem. 
In this manner lie rescued seven of 
the ten survivors. ' Tlie other three 
were unable to help themselves and 
Midgett liad to mak e his way right 
down to the wreck , drag them otf and 
carry them bodily up the hank at the 
im m inent risk of their lives and his 
own. 
It was a hazardous piece of 
work , but he was an old hand at the 
business, and he finally succeeded in 
getting them all ashore. 
Seven of 
them were able to walk to the sta­ 
tion, but Midgett had to tak e the oth­ 
ers to a place of comparative safety 
and leave them while he rode to the 
station 
for 
help.”— Detroit

story oI tUe Reculvers Near Herne Bay! 
i-i England. 


The Ik eculvers, or Sifter towers of 
Enghiml, are itiluated live mileö from 
Herne hay and nine miles from 
l l i w- 
gate. 
On the site stood 
a 
Roman 
fortress, named 
Regiilbiinn, garri­ 
soned in the early j)art of the iiftli 
centurv hv a c'ohort of the imperial 
army. 
It was erected for the defense 
^of tiie northern coast of Thanet. At 
one time the building stood half a 
mile from the sea, hut in 1 *8 (J the en­ 
croaching waters had crept up to its 
verv margin, and a lall oi the dill 
brought down with it part of 
the 
northern wall. 
It is said that Frances 
St. Clare 
ladv abbess of the Picnedictinc niins 
at Faversham, being very siek , vow?d 
that if she recovered she woidd visit' 
the shrine of the Blessed ^ irgin at 
Bradstow (Broadstairs) and there pre 
sent a costly oirering in gratitude foe 
the V irgin’s intercession on lier be 
lialf. 
On her recovery, she embark ed 
on IMav 3 with her si>ter Isabel, for 
whom she entertained tlie warnicsi 
affection, btit they had not been to 
sea two hours betö re a storm aro5-e 
which drove the vessel on a sandbank 
near Rcculvcr. 
P art of the crew and 
passengers, including the abliess, suc- 
seeded in reaching the shore in a boat: 
hilt Isabch who had remained on the 
wreck until a boat was sent from shore 
for the remainder, siilTered *.o severe­ 
ly from cold and ex haustion that she 
died the following day. 
To ])eri)etuate her memory as wek 
as to warn mariners the abbess caused 
the church towers, then much 
de­ 
cayed, to he repaired, and the two 
spires to he added, wnich ^he directed 
should be named “ Tlie Sisters.” Just 
now serious reports are lieing madi. 
on tlie encroachment of the sea in the 
vicinity of Herne hay, and ex perts sav 
that the total destruction of the sea 
front, as well as the historical Rccul- 
vers lower, is only a m atter of time 
unless some protection is at once con­ 
structed to stand the impact of the 
heavy seas. 
The L rhan council have 
a scheme for such iiritleclion. which 
it is estimated will cost some $.h>.(tOO.
